liere the wedge has been driven 
more than six and a half miles, and in 
the driving of it numerous towns and 
villages have fallen into the hands of 
the British, many of them having been 
deserted by the surprised Germans, 
who fled in apparent disorder, leaving 
equipment and stores behind them. 

The operations of the cavalry are 
described as inost brilliant, the horse- 
men making gallant charges and even 
against machine gun positions, the 
entire crews of which were shot or 
fabred. At last reports they were 
engaged in surrounding the Bourlon 
Wood, directly west of Cambrai, and 
clearing out the enemy from the dis- 
trict near Fontaine Notre Dame. 

This village was captured in a bril- 
liant attack Wednesday night, but the 
Germans in a counter attack Thursday 
regained it. Throughout the entire 
area taken by the British in the drive 
the work of consolidating the new po- 
sitions is rapidly being carried for- 
ward. 

More Than 9000 Prisoners 

In addition to heavy losses in men 
kijled or wounded, more than 9000 
Germans had been taken prisoner up 
to noon Thursday. Tho British casu- 
alties are declared to be considerably 
less than the number of prisoners, 

To the south of Juvineourt, in the 
Aisne region where the French troops 
took several positions from the Ger- 
mans Wednesday, a counter attack 
which cost the enemy serious losses, 
has been effectually blocked and Gen- 
eral Petain's troops are still holding 
their vantage. South of St. Quentin 
the French. again have raided enemy 
positions at several points, destroying 
them and taking prisoners,

Obviously this cannot go on in- 
definitely, nor is there in the fig 
ures any hope that the situation 
would right itself if left alone. 
Kither the present, outstanding ar 
rears will have to! be collected or 
written off as uncollectable and 
the loss levied as future taxes. In 
the long run the problem will pro 
bably have to be resolved into a 
compromise, the city collecting 
what it ean and the balanee being 
added to the tax bills, Whatever 
means of collection are adopted it 
is not practically possible to get in 
all the arrears at once.
